One of the most significant highlights of the year 
was the presentation of the Outstanding Chapter 
Award at an assembly by Mr. Bruno Jacob of Ripon, 
Wisconsin, in November.

Another was Serafin 
Craig’s qualification for the Nationals in Girls’ Ex¬ 
tempore to make it the tenth consecutive year that 
Sweetwater will be represented at the Nationals.

Two other important achievements were Su-Hi’s 
winning the sweepstakes for the eighth year out of

ment and the winning of the Claremont Men’s Col¬ 
lege Debate Tournament in which fifty-four schools from all of Southern California, including Los Angeles, participated. 

The squad was well-balanced and sound. Composed mostly of Seniors, it once again won over one-hundred awards and it 
never placed lower than second in any of the tournaments in which it took part. Over half of its awards were first and second places, 
which speaks well for the individual efforts of its members.

Ruth Lonardelli won the county’s Native So,.s of the Golden West Oratory contest and the 
Southern California Finals in Los Angeles. She will compete in the State Finals. Aaron Fuller is still in the Lions’ Club contest, as 
of this date, competing in the Area Finals, which is the quarter-finals of this contest. This is an over-all record unmatched by any 
other school for contest achievement. 


Every member of the squad, award and non¬ 
award winners, deserve credit for once again suc¬ 
cessfully representing our school, Sweetwater, not 
only in achieving but also in earning the respect of 
all those against whom we competed. The total sea¬ 
son represented a job well done. 


To balance out the squad’s efforts, honors were 
won by it at the selective Notre Dame High School 
of Sherman Oaks Invitational tournament and at 
the Student Congresses, held at Chaffey and San 
Diego.
